Skillman said, “It is possible 
to have subdivisions with one- 
acre lot minimums” in more 
level areas, “but in the hills, 
where cutting is a factor, larg- 
er lot sizes are advisable.” 

Portola Valley is designat- 
ed the lightest population ar- 
ea in the county master plan . 
with three persons per gress 
community acre. 

Skillman reiterated that sity 
division design should respect 
the natural landmarks and that 
larger building sites are advis- 
able for preserving more trees. 

Noting that the simplest way 
to keep the valley as is would 
be to stop all new develop- 
ments, the planning secretary 
said that this would be “most 
unrealistic” and that “we have 
‘o recognize tha! puf 
remaining unoceupic: s in 
public lands.” 

In bending all efforts toward 
keeping the valley as natural 
as possible, the commission re- 
cently completed a study of 
the soon-to-be-subdivided Los 
Trancos Woods area. Skillman 
said that the group is insisting 
that the new sites be “natural 
ones.” 

He also pointed out that the 
master plan sees Skyline boule- 
vard developing as a parkway 
to maintain the natural moun- 
tain scenery. In addition, there 
is a land use plan for the San 
Francisco watershed property 
north of Woodside calling for 
two bordering golf courses and 
several out-look points for 
sightseers.

As We See It: 


Voters Must Face Fiscal 
Facts in Tax Rate Election 


Next Tuesday, voters of the Sequoia Union High 
School will go to the polls to decide whether the district's 
tax rate maximum should be advanced from the present 
$1.50 to $1.68 per $100 assessed valuation, or be allowed 
to drop to the “old” legal limit of 75 cents. 

Clearly, this is not much a choice. The idea that a 
modern high school agency could operate anything but a 
vestigal program under a 75-cent maximum rate would be 
laughable, if anything less precious than the education of 
our children were concerned. 

Moreover, the high school district’s administration, 
which five years ago warned that such an advance was 
probably in store, deserves the endorsement which an over- 
whelming passage of the tax rate measure will in essence 
be.

There was no hedging five years ago, when the dis- 
trict’s administrators and trustees hit the road on behalf of 


_ the present $1.50 rate. They said at the time that they were 


going to “bank” some of hte surplus, rather than leave it in 
e bank accounts of the taxpayers. 


They said, without hedging, that they expected to be 
operating at a deficit toward the end of the five-year 
period then starting, and they added that they wanted to 


.. have money in hand to continue providing the services 


and education they had in the past, but on the expanding 


' basis required by an ever-increasing enrollment. 


The books have been open for all to see. The enroll- 
ment projects have been, in the main, accurate; new schools 


* have opened on schedule and the young people of this 


district continue to have an opportunity for good education, 
Sure, there’s an alternative to paying for good educa- 
tion for all of the area’s youngsters. If you really want to 


- “keep up with the Russians,” you can campaign for educa- 


tion of the elite, and the dropping of those who are less 


than academic whizzes out of the schools at the age of 12 
or 14. 


If only the top 10 per cent of the grammar-school 

graduates of the Sequoia High School District were ad- 
mitted to high school, it would be possible to operate the 
entire district’s “educational program” in one plant. 
You could take those other thousands of youngsters 
and train them as hewers of wood and drawers of water, 
and they could help share the pleasures of retiring the 
national debt, too. 

As we see it, this is about the only way in which the 
tax rates can be reduced.

Minutes of Meetings a Device 
Which May Reveal—or Conceal 


Readers of the news columns 
last week will have noted that 
the Menlo Park Elementary 
School District board of trus- 
tees spent considerable time 
discussing a couple of sentenc- 
es from the minutes of their 
previous session. 


Without at this time attempt- 
ing to pass on the merits of 
the debate, it might be well to 
consider a couple of points 
which the discusssion suggest- 
ed. 

The eminent Professor C. 
Northcote Parkinson, criti- 
cal observer of administra- 

tive practices of both public 
and private bodies, thus far, 
hasn’t published any find- 
ings on the subject of min- 
ute-reading and  minute- 
changing. However, it should 
be recognized that a vast ar- 
ea, well worthy of research, 
lies in this domain. 


Consider, first, the business 
of reading the minutes of pre- 
vious meetings. 

Fortunately for members of 
the audience, public bodies 
hereabouts have abandoned 
the practice of having the min- 
utes read verbatim. The min- 
utes are simply written up, 
and copies are mailed to the 
members of the board, commis- 
sion or council concerned. An- 
other copy is posted for public 
reference 

It’s just as well, because min- 
ute-reading can be done as 
much for the purpose of con- 

cealment as for revelation. 

This writer, for instance, re- 
calls a town in which the city 
clerk read the minutes of the 
previous meeting in a low 
mumble, at a speed of some- 
thing like 250 words a minute. 

The council presuma- 
bly wa tening attentively 
to every word but actually, 
were either asleep, or figur- 
ed that whatever the clerk 
read was all right with them, 
because they were all friends 
anyhow. 

Members of the audience 
who might not have attended 
the previous meeting were 
hard put, however, to figure 
what — if anything — had 
happened at it, who said what, 
and how. 

Thus, once in a while, a 
group would come to a meet- 
ing, waving assessment notices 
or some such and complaining 
that they hadn’t been informed 
that the matter was discussed. 

The councilmen, in this case, 
always looked aggrieved and 
referred them to the minutes 
that had just been read. This 
put the would-be complainers 
on the defensive; they were in 
the roll of dolts who couldn't 
understand spoken (?) langu- 
age. 

It might also be noted that 
city council in question kept 

its notes short. The 20-page 
briefs of single-spaced copy 
that are sometimes put out 
by local public bodies would 
tire even the most efficient 
high-speed mumbler. 

Of course, there are places, 
one is at liberty to suppose, 
where the minutes actually are 
read for the purpose of clari- 
fying something or at least 
keeping-the record straight. 

“Correcting the minutes” is 
another device which might be 
used to cloud, rather than clar- 
ify issues. The procedure is al- 
so used as a naked weapon for 
crooked operation. 

In the first case, the proce- 
dure is usually resorted to by 
an individual, who thinks the 
minutes make him sound stu- 


pid, out of—or in—harmony 
with the majority (depending 
on which he wants to be), or 
he may think posterity, read- 
ing through, might find him 
without an opinion. 

The second case is the us- 
ual resort of a clique which 
wants to remain in the dri- 
ver’s seat. 

This writer, for instance, re- 
calls attending a meeting of a 
private organization at which 
the members of the board of 
directors spent not less than 
three hours “correcting the 
minutes.” 

This writer tired at that 
point, and did what most of 
the audience had done long 
before: He went home. 

That was the purpose of the 
whole thing. 

By and by, there was nobody 
left at the “business meeting” 
except the board of directors 
and a few preassigned hench- 
men who knew the time sched- 
ule and who had been fortified 
ahead of time. 

What did the boys do when 
the meeting finally got under 
way? They raised the dues, 
naturally, recording it as hav- 
ing been done “with the unani- 
mous consent of all those mem- 
bers present.”

County Comment: 


Purchase of Vofing Machines 
Promises County Efficiency

All county officials involved 
in the purchase-lease of 800 
new voting machines are brea- 
thing easier today. Not that all 
are satisfied, but just glad that 
the matter is settled. The 
board of supervisors voted 4 to 
1 in favor of the Shoup ma- 
chine, based on County Mana- 
ger E. R. Stallings’ recommen- 
dation that this firm had sub- 
mitted the lowest bid for the 
best machine. 

Supervisor William M. Wer- 
der and County Clerk John 
Bruning both favoréd the Au- 
tomatic Voting Machine, but 
they were a minority when the 
board finally put the matter to 
a vote. It was supposed that 
they might toss out all bids 
and start over again, but the 
pressures from last Thursday 
to Tuesday evidently were 
more than most officials could 
stand. 


Automatic company still pro- 
mises to see its lawyers, but 
Manager Stallings insists that 
the Shoup company submitted 
the lowest bid by all clauses of 
the board’s specifications. 

The contract, still to be 

signed and delivered, calls 
for delivery of 350 machines 
in time for the April school 
elections which are to be 
combined with the county’s 
charter revision voting. 

The county is not obligated 
but has an option to purchase 
the 350 and another 450 ma- 
chines in time for the primary 
election in June, 1962. Rental 
price of each machine is $16.16 
per month with option to pur- 
chase at the end of the second, 
fourth, sixth, eighth and 10th 
years. 

A part of the agreement with 
Shoup provides that any im- 
provements in their equipment 
will be installed in the county’s 
possession, thus assuring the 
machines will be the most mo- 
dren available. Should any re- 
duction in price be put into ef- 
fect before purchase is com- 
pleted, the county would get 
the benefit of the reduction. 

We never entered into the 
merits of the two machines, 
having seen only the Shoup 
equipment. We liked its op- 
eration, but the main objec- 
tion is that it does not pro- 
vide a printed tape of the re- 
sults, only the totals for each 
candidate or proposition. 

These figures, however, can 
be photographed for a perma- 
nent record, it was said. It 
would appear that the board 
acted wisely in dealing with 
the Shoup people. That com- 
pany is now working on an im- 
proved machine particularly 
adapted to the California ballot 
and it will be ready by next 
September. 

If the county so desires, this 
latest device will be available 
for use here under the con- 
tract. 

The purchase price of a ma- 
chine is $1742, which with in- 
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terest charges, storage and per- 
sonal property taxes (payable 
to the county) will add up to a 
grand total of $2,208,344! 

Now that the county has 
received a $60,000 loan from 
the federal government, the 
talk of constructing a conven- 
tion auditorium at the Fiesta 
grounds in San Mateo is one 
step closer to reality. 


The board plans to ask the 
county tourist and convention 
bureau, headed by Ronald 
Campbell, to sponsor a contest 
among architects to see who 
can come up with the best plan. 
The bureau would pick out the 
top three or four plans and 
submit them to the supervisors 
for their selection. It is plan- 
ned to have some type of cash 
prizes for the second and third 
place winners. 

County Manager Stallings es- 
timated that the auditorium, 
first-class in every respect, 
would cost between $3 and $4 
millions. How the _ project 
would be financed is still a 
matter of discussion. 

It is possible that there may 
be a bond issue in 1962. Stal- 
lings explained that the audi- 
torium is expected to be a good 
revenue producer, and that 
sales tax money could be used 
to pick up any deficiency in 
meeting bond payments. 

While many cities would like 
to see the auditorium located 
within their limits, the fiesta 
grounds offer the most central 
location, plus the fact that 
there is plenty of parking and 
it could be used to handle 
parts of the county fiesta pro- 
gram. 

In addition to conventions, 
the auditorium would be us- 
ed for sporting events and 
large shows. Several inquir- 
ies have already been receiv- 
ed about the possibility of 
using the auditorium for pro- 
fessional basketball, as well 
as boxing and wrestling. 

The auditorium likely would 
bring in one or more new ho- 
tel-motels very near to the fi- 
esta which would provide a bet- 
ter sales pitch to large groups. 

There is no doubt that busi- 
ness generally benefits when 
conventions come to the aréa. 
San Francisco talks of a hotel 
room tax to boost its conven- 
tion-getting sales pitch. 

One might wonder why the 
Cow Palace can’t handle: this 
county’s needs, Although one 
the county boundary line in 
this county, it invariably is la- 
beled a San Francisco auditor- 
ium and almost all the visitors 
stay in the city. 

With proper facilities, those 
dollar-spending visitors would 
patronize Peninsula motels, 
restaurants, stores, service sta- 
tions, ete. 

We’re big enough to attract 
conventions and it sounds like 
good business to go ahead with 
plans.

Dr. Nagumo attended a ses- 
sion of the county’s ACS board 
of directors in which he ex- 
pressed his interest in the work 
being done by the organization 
on a local, state and national 
level. 


COOPERATION 

He extended his wholeheart- 
ed assurance that he, as well 
as other Japanese-American 
residents ‘will do our utmost 
to promote the drive to stamp 
out cancer.” 

American Cancer Society 
President Mrs. Edward H. Jen- 
anyan expressed her apprecia- 
tion to Dr. Nagumo and all 
county residents who have giv- 
en their funds and volunteer 
services to top the county’s 
fund goals year after year. 

She reminded that research 
in this Bay Area alone has in- 
dicated through the work of 
a virologist at the University 
of California that there is evi 
dence suggesting that the phys- 
ical condition of the host plays 
a prominent, if not decisive, 
role in the development of can- 
cer. 

-| NATURAL RESISTANCE 

The findings suggest that it 
may be as important to treat 
-|the host as it is to treat the 
cancer. It may even prove 
more practical to maintain the 
host’s natural resistance to 
cancer than to try to protect 
him from cancer viruses or 
cancer-causing chemicals. 

The results were reported by 
the ACS in its account of soci- 
ety-supported research by Dr. 
Harry Rubin of the Universi- 
ty’s virus laboratory. 

Dr. Rubin’s findings were 
made in studies of the behav- 
ior of Rous sarcoma virus, 
which causes cancer in chick- 
ens. He discovered that even in 
the presence of multiplying vi- 
ruses, cells remain healthy if 
\the environment contains nat- 
ural substances which allow 
the cells to function optimally. 

In Dr. Rubin’s experiments, 
laboratory dishes became the 
environment—a sort of subtsi- 
tute for the body. In these he 
placed normal living cells, vi- 
ruses which could make the 
cells cancerous and fresh calf

Bottle Brushes 


Unusual—Often Overlooked 


If you seek the unusual in 
your landscape, seek out one or 
more of the bottle brushes. 
Gardeners who grow these of- 
ten overlooked shrubs find 
them not only different, but 
also distinctive. 


You no doubt know the 


shrubs we mean. For while rel- 
atively scarce, their blooms are 


not to be forgotten, so much 

they resemble the familiar 
Wottle brush which any wife 
keeps in her kitchen. They are 
brightly colored, to be sure, 
but bottle brushes, nonethe- 
less. 


In growth, the bottle brush- 
es are not luxuriant.
